and Pete Saudargas, the “save 
the union’’ committee of the 
United Mine Workers in a state­ 
ment today called upon the re­ 
gion to avenge the unionists “by 
defeating these bloody reaction­ 
ists.” 
Fear More Deaths. 
With the entire region fet-r-strlcken 
lest last night’s murders leAd to fur­ 
ther reprisals and more deaths, the 
committee threw Itself lntafi the con­ 
troversy which has resulted In the 
deaths of 
four 
leaders 
in recent 
weeks. 
“Avenge 
Campbell, 
Saudtrgan. 
Thomas LIITls and Sam Greclo (all 
victims of 
gunmen) 
by 
defeating 
these bloody reactionists, freeing Sam 
Bonita and building the United Miue 
Workers into an unbeatable weapon,” 
the statement continued. Bonita is 
h°ld on a murder charge in the death 
of Frank Agati, leader of another 
wing of the union factions. 
“No one will now deny there exists

machine and exterminate all miners 
who dare challenge the bloody rule

contractor,”

— Nosing 
her way slowly through a stiff head 
on breeze, the giant navy dirigible Los 
Angeles continued her norwthward 
flight from the Panama Canal today 
without further Incident.

Rosendahl at 6 o’clock this morning lo­ 
cated the Los Angeles Just off South 
Negrll Point, on the extreme western 
tip of Jamaica, with weather fair and 
all well aboard. 
Navigation experts were gratified 
by the progress of the huge craft on 
her northward flight, which was ex­ 
pected to be considerably slower and 
more difficult than this morning's re­ 
ports Indicated. South Negrll Point Is 
but 140 miles south of Guacanabyabo 
Bay, Cuba, where the tender Patoka 
is waiting with her mooring mast 
ready to drag tho dirigible back to her 
Lakehurst, N. J., base should her gas 
supply be exhausted or the northern 
weather unfavorable. 
When she left France field, Canal 
Zone, yesterday morning at 10:15, the 
Los Angeles 
was 
not 
expected to 
reach Cuba until late this afternoon. 
Averaging about 40 
miles an hour 
throughout the 
night, however, she 
clipped at least three hours from the 
original schedule. 


R u d d e r Damaged

who hopped off from Curtis field 
at 10:12 o’clock for 
Albany,

Arrival Unexpected. 
His arrival lier© was entirely un­ 
expected.

Col. IJndbergh reached Albany from 
Schenectady at 12:45 o’clock, and 
went directly to his room at the De­ 
witt Clinton hotel.

They Can’t Stand Prosperity 


When the United States enacted its present Immi­ 
gration law, It administered a heavy blow to the pas­ 
senger shipping business, for it thereby practically eli­ 
minated one of tho most profitable sources of revenue 
of the business. 'The mighty stream of aliens coining to 
our shores being cut off. tho shipping people found no 
demand for the space in their liners which had formerly 
been given to third class, and In tho larger liners to 
fourth and fifth-class, accommodations. Sending vessels 
Across the oceans with two-thirds of their berths unoc­ 
cupied both ways was a ruinous business, and to meet 
the situation, first one line and then another cleaned 
up and refitted their steerage quarters and introduced 
tourists’ rates, offering fare anti accommodations far 
better than that previously given steerage passengers at 
but little advance in the rates. 
The third-class tourist plan proved popular. Ruch was 
the rate—it was $155 for the round trip back in 1925— 
that people who never had hoped to visit Europe be­ 
came interested. The business began to flourish, and it 
la said that, taken as a whole, the tourist (hiss rated 
Melter intellectually and in many other desirable ways 
than atty other class traveling the Atlantic.

WASHINGTON, D. €., Feb. 29.—Whether or not tho 
groundhog saw his shadow the people of the Mississippi 
Valley know that spring will come sooner or later and 
with It, possibly, another flood. If not this year, it will 
come next year. The people of that region have become 
somewhat reconciled to the idea that the floods of the 
Father of W aters are more or less Inevitable. Even be­ 
fore the days of settlement by the pioneers, Indian leg* 
ends told of floods which swept down the great river. 
Ro the subject of flood control !r uppermost In the 
minds of the people of that region, many of whom have 
been to Washington, appearing before flood control com­ 
mittees of Congress and Interviewing legislators and 
officials of the war department to make clear to the 
responsible persons what a Mississippi flood means. 
Judge W. A. Wall who was sent here by flood suf­ 
ferers fobi tho House Flood Control committee: “The 
1927 flood left u“ penniless and In debt." Former Sena­ 
tor Leroy Berry of Mississippi said to the same body: 
“We are bankrupt. All of the 29 levee districts are up 
to their limit In taxing capacity.” 
Such statements and others like them were made to 
show to congress that relief for the Mississippi valley 
Is a national and not a local problem. While only a few 
states feel th*> ravages of the floods, no less than thirty- 
three states drain Into th e great river and therefore con­ 
tribute to the plethora of waters which from time to 
time inundate the river .states and bring death, disas­ 
ter, and Infinite suffering to thousands, it is this situs- 
ton. it is claimed, which makes flood control a national 
problem. 
The Mississippi River Flood Control Association re 
eently filed a statement with congressional committees 
which said: "The peop’e of the Mississippi valley art 
utterly unable to contribute further to the cost of flood 
control anti flood control will be a failure if they are 
rennlred to pay any part of the cost." 
The flooded area extended from Cairo, IU., the Gulf 
of Mexico, nearly a thousand miles. Now that it is over, 
the scenes of hist spring and early summer do not pres­ 
ent themselves sn vividly to dwellers in other states, 
hut tin' Mississippi valley penrde remember that this 
great river attained a width at the flood’s crest of eighty 
miles in af least one place. It is stated that an average 
width of fifty miles would not he In exaggeration. 
Thirty thousand square miles or 19,000.000 acres are 
embraced in the flooded area. Where the tributaries, 
such as the White river, the Arkansas, and the Ouachita 
emptied into the Mississippi the valleys of those rivers 
were inundated for many miles. 
The Department of Agriculture made a special sur­ 
vey of the flooded area and found that of the region 
flooded, 4,413.600 acres was crop land. Arkansas, Mississ­ 
ippi, Louisiana. Missouri, Tennessee, and Kentucky all 
suffered heavily. 
Surveys reveal that some truck crops have been 
raised and have served to provide food for the popula­ 
tion, but the flood wiped out the cotton, corn, and cane 
cr ops which are the money crops—those which bring 
in cash to meet interest, taxes, and the wages of labor. 
The survivors of the flood are alive, hut that is about all, 
according to the testimony which has been adduced by 
the congressional committees. They have no money. This 
is a national problem, It Is pointed out, because the af­ 
fected states nre out of the market so far as buying 
the goods manufactured in other paris of the country 
is concerned. This has a nation-wide effect and is regard­ 
ed as one of the reasons for the unemployment which 
has been reported.

It. Is the conclusion of the trustees 
of tho Guggenheim fund for the pro­ 
motion of aviation that flying today 
under proper conditions, is as safe as 
any other recognized means of trans­ 
portation. 
The few remaining prob­ 
lems connected with the development 
of aviation will he solved within this 
generation, predicts a. report, of 
the 
trustee. 
It may be, they assert, that 
tim airplane In the future may he safe 
even under adverse circumstances. 
While they do not say so in as many 
words, they do not see any necessity 
for waiting for an absolutely safe air­ 
plane. if one can bo built. 
Says the 
report: 
’’Next to the development of 
the mechanically safe airplane, 
the 
question of environmental conditions J 
is of 
paramount 
Importance. 
Ulti­ 
mately the airplane may be independ­ 
ent of atmospheric conditions. For the 
present, however, safety can only he 
assured where tho pilot ran gauge his 
flights according to the weather which 
lies ahead of him. Sleet, fog. thunder­ 
storms and low clouds constitute the 
greatest hazards to fliers. 
In 
order 
to 
stimulate passenger 
transport by air, which is one devel­ 
opment in which this country is behind 
Europe, says the trustees, the fund 
has authorized an equipment loan for

men.’’ 
In this letter it was said: 
“Senators are regarded as human 
beings. 
Notwithstanding party sym­ 
bols, theerefore, you must dine as a 
member of the human family. No Re­ 
publican eats like an elephant,

hope, nor do Democrats dine like don­ 
keys. 
And 
though one may 
hide 
one’s head in the sand during pass­ 
ing political 
storms,

Then follows a list of "Dietary Don'ts 
for Statesmen." 
The senator is ad 
monished: “If you care for a good 
constitution—and yon have taken an 
oath to defend the Constitution—it Is 
to he hoped you w ill do what you can 
to observe them."

Don’t eat excessively of starchy 
or acid-forming foods, such as pastry 
and puddings. 
5. 
Don’t fail to eat fresh vegetn 
hies with your heavy meal of the 
day—and fruit for 
breakfast 
ami 
luncheon. 
6. 
Don’t drink coffee, tea or other 
stimulations as a substitute for nottr- 1 
ishing food, or to “keep going." 
7. 
Don’t starve. Don’t “stuff." One 
is as bad as the other in its physical 
effect. Eat simply and moderately. 
8. 
Don’t overload your stomach 
with aristocratic foods. A democratic 
diet is safest, even for a Republican. 
9. 
Don’t imagine a daily ride or 
round of golf will offset the results 
of improper eating. It won’t. 
10. Don’t expect to stay In the sen­ 
ate unless you safeguard your health. 
Physical and political vitality are al­ 
lied. 
Why not apply these rules to your 
own manner of eating? Whether yon 
are statesmen, doctor, lawyer, preach 
er, banker,
